No more weighty declaration could have 
been made, despite its incompleteness and 
inaccuracy in the use of the term carbolic 
acid instead of phenol or cressol, or both, 
an inaccuracy, by the way, of which nearly 


1 alt our medical authorities are invariably 


guilty. It should have been put to the 
test Immediately. Throug'! out the colony: 
in every direction vast quantitles of the 
various forms of so-called carbolic acid 
were belng consumed in the desire and 
endeavour to disinfect the houses and tokill 
all plague-germs. If the statement made 
by the Japanese doctors were true, the 
whole of these endeavours were simply 
worthless,and wantonlyextravagant, Ifthe 
plague bacillus waxed fat and strong ona 
five per cent, solution of carbolic.actd, of 
what earthly use waa it to sprinkle rooms 
with a weaker solution at a cost of about 
a dollar aroom? If the statement were 
Inaccurate or misleading, it showed that 
our Japanese friends had been careless in 
their experiments and that their work was 
untrustworthy. In elther case the con- 
clusion arrived at should have been tested 
with the greatest care by our bacterio+ 
logists, our doctors, and our analysts. 
Nothing of the sort has“appnrently been 
done, and we are, therefore, as much at sea 
as we were inthe beginning. Will not 
some capable and energetic member of the 
Faculty be good enough to wake up and 
do something that we can rely on? 

In the meantime, and until something 
has been done, it would perhaps be just as 
well to atop using carboli¢ acid, and to 
employ instead chloride of lime, diluted 
solutions of corrosive-sublimate, and such 
other germicides as modern science 
recommends. There is’ no use- throwing 
away time, money, and labour, merely to. 
support and fatten plague-germs.

erection of blocks of houses back to back 

shat) be absoluicly prohibited and that 
every. bouse to be hereafter bullt shall be 
required to have atthe back or one end of 
it an open pubile scavenging lane. 

(2) That there shall be no dralos or drain 
openings inside the walls of any Chinese 
house to be hereafter ballt, abd that the 
ground flood shall be formed of Impervious 
matertal at least a foot In depth.

The second point to which the attention of the 
‘Board has been called {s overcrowding. The 
report of Mr, Ede's Committee, dated rib 
October, 1°90, shows that overcrowding does 
not exist to vo great an extent as some suppose, 
and that tt is confiaed to certaln portions of the 
town and to certaln classes of houses, The 
most serious practical evil arising ont of {t ls 
the oceypation of basemen's and ground floors 
as dwelling places, and the multiplicetlon .ip 
‘every room of every house of mezzanine floors 
and on each floor of cubicles, the partitions of 
which reach to the cejling or to the mezzinine 
floor, and so interfere with light and ventilation, 
These evils are very serious, and most be 
remedied. Light and alr are the best preserva- 
tives against plague. Among the 4,000 people 
moved ont of the Infected’ district. direct {nto 
new houses without any Intermediate perlod 
of segreation and observation, there have been 
only g cases of sickness. The houses into 
which they went were clean, alry and lightaome, 
mézziunioes and cubicles have been forbidden 
and overcrowding stopped. 

To remedy the evil of overcrowding the 
Committee recommend that a law be forthwith 
passed fixiogthe Hmit of space for each adult 
in all houses now built or hereafter to be 
constiueted at a1 equare fect of floor, and 
300 cubic feet of alr pace. Requliing every 
house tao be meamred and surveyed, and 
every room certified for the number of inhabitants 
bt fm fitted to contain, Forbidding, in all 
houses, new or old, the occupation of basements 
for dwelling houses, the occupation of shops 
avd stores on the ground floor as dwelling rooms 
except fora very limited number, the co-exist. 
ence on the same floor of mezzanines and 
cubicles, the.constructitlon of meszanines where 
permitted otherwise than in strict accordance 
with Jaw, the ralsing of the walls of cubicles 
above 8 feet, the occupation as dwellings of 
cook houses, enclosed yards, &c. Forbldding 
in houses ta be hereafter built any rooms of a 
greater length than so feet not lighted from two 
aides at the least, and of all mezzanine floors, | 

The law must empower the Santtary Board 
by thelr officers to vislt at least once (n each 
quarter every Chinese house and the out-offices 
‘and servante’ quasters of all other houses under 
such limitations and regulations as the Board 
think requisite to prevent needless annoyance 
to famf'ies and persons fn whose houses there 
can be no reasonable cause to suspect that 
overcrowding exists, — % 

The third great evil to which the attention of 
the Permanent Committee bas been called is 
the accumulation of dirt and rabbish {o Chinese 
houses and places of business, in godowns and 
ont-offices of European dwellings and In private 
lanes, yards, &c., &c. * 

The existence ol scavenging laves in all new 
quarters of the town will enable arrangements to 
be made.lo all ncw houses for getting rid daily of 
all rubbish and dirt of every description, and for 
ita daily removal by the contractors, 4 

In existing houses there can be no remedy but

honse, yard, lane and enclosure of every descrip- 
tion once at least ic exch quarter, Not to enforce 
clesnilness ‘but to prevent the too great accnmu- 
lation of dirt, and to see that the specific ries as

In conclusion the Permanent Comanittee of the 
Sanitary Board respectfally urge that effect may 
be at once given to thetr recommendations, 
‘They. may not be the best possibte bot they are 
simple and clear, and the Committee are unanl- 
mowaly of oplolop that thelr prompt adoption and 
enforcement wll} go 8 very long way towards 
preventlog any recurrence of the plague in Hong- 
kong or mitigating {'9 severity if ft must come.

DAR SIR,—As-the kind attention’ shown by 
the Colonial Government towards the Japanese 
Medical Mission has become the subj:ct of 
adverse comment in last night's tssue of the 
Telegraph, allowme a few Ines by way of 
explanation, ; ; i 

In the first placa the message sald to have 
been sent by reto the Japan: se. Government, 
as quoted In the local preas from the Fafan 
Gasette, is not correct. We crn well imagine 
that some news agents or reporters had succeeded 
in getting a general idea of the message and 
Inserted it ld some of the vernacular press, from 
which the Yokohama paper had * made 
{ts own message in Englleh, and hence the mis, 
apprehension on your part, 

I may state on behall of the Medical Misston 
that since thelr arrival. here they have been 
piven every facility in thelr work by the Colontal 
Government and the distntereste! klodness and 
help given by Des. Ayres, Lowson, Molyneox, 
andothere. In fact the Medical Mission had got 
everything they wanted and more than they 
expected. That the Colontal Government 
would make every such mission its 
guests nobody wil! expect, and there is nothing 
to find fault with, becanse the Government bere 
had not extended {ts hospitality sooner. Wheo, 
however, two of the Medical Mission had been 
atlucked by the plague, and from the natare of 
the w rk it became necessary that the rest of the 
party should leave the hotel, Dr, Lawson. was 
kind enough to at ance Invite them to the 
Medical Officers' quarters in the Government 
Civil Hospital. And within three days or so 
after that—that Is on the 3rd [nst,, and not on 
the oth as stated in the Yafan Gasetle—we 
rece(ved a very courteous letter from the Colonial 
Government. So that, while thankful for the 
prompt attentlon of Dr. Lowson at the time of 
the unlortunate attack of plague on the two 
doctors, we have not been ignored by the 
Colontal Government allthe time. 

While regretting very much that Hongkong 
should ever have been invaded by such # 
virulent. plague, and that two members of the 
Japanese Medical Mission should have fallen 
victims, I.can assure you, Mr. Editor, that our 
Medical Misston will leave here carrying with 
them the best remembrances of this colony for 
the kind attention and help given by the Colonfal 
Government and the Government Medical Staff, 
and by some private practitioners, such as Dr. 
Cantlle, And as regards the two members of 
the Mission who were attacked by the plague, I 
can say of them that they will: ever remember 
the attention shown by and self-sactifice ander- 
gone for thele sakes by Dr. Lowson, Dr. 
Molyneux, and others-—and not the least the 
devoted kindness of the Sisters.
